—Attention of importers Is invited to the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce and Industry Public Notice No, 98-ITC(PN)/58, dated 19th November, 1968 
which details the procedure for import of ‘Cinematograph Aims, not exposed* 
(S. No. 110/IV) under the Export Promotion Scheme. 

2. As a result of representations received from the film industry it has been 
decided that upto 25% of the face value of licences granted for Import of ‘Cinema¬ 
tograph films, not exposed’ under the Export Promotion Scheme can also be 
Utilised for import of permissible types of Studio equipments. 

3. It is not necessary to present the licences already issued for import of 
‘Cinematograph films, not exposed' under the Export Promotion Scheme for neces¬ 
sary amendment to the licensing authorities concerned but clearance will be 
allowed by the Customs on the authority of this Public Notice.
